The | for the defendant denied 
thie allegation, and produced testimony to show 
that the credit of the plaintiff, so far from being 
injured by this rematk of the defendant, was, in 
fact, better at the Merchants’ Bank afterwards, 
than before. They further contended, that as 
the failure of the Messrs. Sewall did not occur 
until nearly a year afterwards, it must have been 
occasioned by other circumstances than those 
alleged.

We have for several weeks had cool autumnal 
weather, and in several instances frost atJ ice. 
We had therefore supposed that the season of 
thunder storms had passed, and that we should 
not again have occasion, during the present year, 
to make out another record of disasters occa- 
sioned by the electric fluid. But on Friday afier- 
noon, @ emart thunder shower was experienced 
in this town and vicinity, of considerable dura- 
tion, and the hghtning continued most of the 
night. We have learnt the following instances 
of damage by the lightning. 

In Boxford, a large barn belonging to Tho- 
mas Perley, Esq. was struck, set on fire, and en- 
tirely destroyed, with its valuable contents, 
consisting of hay grain, &c , and several other 
out buildings. 

In Marblehead, the dwelling house of the 
Misses Barkers was struck, and a board of the 
roof shattered, without any other injury. The 
house is situated not twice the distance of the 
height of the spire of Rev. Dr. Bartlett's meet- 
ing house, which is one hundred and twenty- 
eight fect high, with a good conductor, appa- 
rently in the best order. 

In Gloucester, as we learn by the Telegraph, 
“the lightning struck the Bridge, and after shat- 
tering one of the posts, it passed into the toll- 
house, where six men had taken shelter, and 
numbed two of them, splintering the chimney 
down in its course.

A ROMAN EXECUTION. — 

It is the practice in Rome to heighten the 
agonies of a criminal by the excitement of ima- 
ginary terrors. The fatal sentence is not reveal- 
ed to him until the night before its execution. — 
Suddenly, at midnight, he is conducted to a 
room hung with black drapery; a skeleton, hold- 
ing a ecythe and hour-glass, starts from the wall, 
while, at the same instant, a deep sepulchral 
voice exclaims, ‘‘Thou shalt die!*" From this 
moment, however, to the last of his existence, 
the offender is constantly attended by his ‘‘com- 
forter.’" These comforters, who are masked, 
and are usually persons of high rank, avail them- 
selves of these opportunities to ao a meri- 
torious and acceptable service, thinking, proba- 
bly, that they can thereby expiate their own of- 
fences. Early on the morning of the execution, 
several masked individuals, some of whom are 
usua ly men of rank, walk through the city with 
boxes, and collect alms for the condemned cri- 
minal. The amount thus collected is given to the 
relatives of the sufferer, by way of componsa- 
tion for their loss; and they are moreover con- 
veyed, before the hour of execution, beyond the 
city walls, and provided with meals for the 
day, to save them from all risk of witnessing a 
spectacle so trying to their feelings. The gal- 
lows is erected on the previous evening in the 
Piazza del Popolo, and guarded throughout the 
night by Sbirri, and the doorway of one of the 
contiguous houses is hung with black, that the 
delinquent may receive there the sacrament im- 
mediately before his execution. On the follow- 
ing morning, the criminal enveloped in an old 
cloak, was brought in a cart to the doorway 
hung with black, through which he into 
the house, and immediately after his descent the 
cart was crowded with spectators.
